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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Robert Webster on 27 October 2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS: 

At line 7 of claim 1, "which catheter probe is" has been changed to --said catheter 
probe-; and at line 12, "which catheter tube is" has been changed to --said catheter 
tube adapted--; at line 14, -adapted to be inserted- has been inserted following "and". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-22 are allowable over the prior art of record. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding claims 1-22, the prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest: a device for effecting radiation treatment to a 
prostate of a human male comprising: a urethral probe; a catheter probe having an 
elongate body with a circumferential surface, and adapted to be inserted in the urethral 
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probe with its proximal end towards the prostate; the elongate body having a 
longitudinal bore extending from its distal end towards an outlet opening on the 
circumferential surface near the proximal end; a catheter tube having a distal end and 
sharp proximal end, the sharp end to be inserted through the bore of the elongated 
body through the outlet opening and adapted to be inserted through the urethral wall 
towards a desired treatment location in the prostate; said urethral probe being made of 
a material to be perforated by the sharp end of the catheter tube at arbitrary points 
relative to the prostate; and means for delivering a pre-planned amount of radiation via 
the catheter tube near the desired location within the prostate for effecting treatment, 
the catheter probe being movably accommodated within the urethral probe.
